Sim of the West Riding regi- 
ment stationed at Halifax committed suicide 
on the 14th by placing the muzzle of his 
rifle in his mouth and blowing his head off. 

Frank Slaven, Australian heavy weight 
champion, has deposited 8500 with a chal- 
lenge to Sullivan to fight under London 
prize ring rules for $5,000 and the champion- 
ship of the world. 

Near Frankfort, Michigan, on August 11th 
Chas. T, Wright, president of the Otter 
Creek Lumbering Coinpany of Racine, 
Wisconsin, shot and instantly killed under 
sheriff Neal Marchman and Dr. Frank E. 
Thurber, The trouble arose over the officer 
holding Wright’s logs for dues. 

In the senior four oared race at Pullman, 
the Winnipeg club, composed of G. F. Galt, 
A.C. L. Fox, J. H. Turm)bull and H. Gar- 
wood won, with tne Torontos second and the 
Atlantis third.

Quite a Sensation has been created in 
Ottawa by the marriage of Sidney Lawless, 
son of the manager of the bank of British 
North America, to Miss Chamberlain, the 
twenty year old daughter of a wealthy 
farmer on the Aylmerz road. Lawless was 
confronted by Chamberlain, who producing 
a revolver told him that he had the option of 
having his brains blown out or of marryiny 
the youngwoman. J. A.Genmell, barrister, 
of Ottawa, will apply on behalf of Lawless 
for an annullment of the marriage on the 
grounds of duress as well as on the ground

They start out at sun rise and at half past 
eight a man comes along with @ bag of bread, 
and tosses each mana pannikan apiece, At 
noon they get pan of beans, aud at night 
the same asin the morning. They do not 
understand a word of English. This is a 
poor place for amanto come to look for 
work, Any man who is making a dollar in 
Edmonton had better stay there, For all 
that Iwas very lucky and went to work the 
day after I yot here. This place is about 14 
hours sail south of Valparaiso, but Ltook rail. 
It in 800 miles by land. I very nearly had 
one of my hands blown off last week by 
dynamite, I wasonly under the doctor's 
care four days,and now they have turned me

A grant of $10,000 for immi- 
gration purposes was asked, to be added to 
a grant of 35,000 from the locat government, 
to be expended in sending agents having a 
practical knowledge of Northwest 
matters tothe most likely points in the 
United States, Eastern Canada and Great 
Britain, with a view of inducing an increase 
of settlement in the Northwest. At the 
present time the Canadian government 
spends over #200,000 a year in the immigra- 
tion service with such poor results as far ay 
the Northwest is concerned that one or more 


Iv Great Britain fails to support Canadian 
interests in the Behring’s sea matter now on 
foot, avery heavy blow will be struck at 
Canada’s connection with Britain, and a still 
heavier biow at the vonnection of British 
Columbia with the Canadian confederation. 
It isonly right to weigh weil the chances 
before arousing to a greater pitch the 
antagonism of a powerful neighbor such as 
the United States is to Canada, but when 
the choice lies between a foreign anda 
domestic quarrel it is surely better to choose 
the former, if a quarrel it must be. While 
Canadians have a right to the full assistance 
of Britain in this matter they should not 


torget the part they themselves must play, 
nor upon Whose shoulders a portion of the 
responsibility must rest for Great Britain's 
tardy action. Great Britain cannot be blind 
to the importance ot retaining Canada asa 
part of the mighty Britis) empire, nor to the 
necessity of retaining the affection and con- 
fidence of the people if the country is to be 
retained. If the action of Britain belies 
this,—if its action is such as to seri usiy im- 
peril its retention of the affection and confid- 
ence of the peopie of Canada—it can only be 
so asa result of misinformation and misre- 
presentation on the part of the government 
of Canada and its accredited agents, upon 
whom the government Great Britain 
must depend tor information. Lf the British 
xoverument has not done its duty in tiis 
matter it is because the government of 
Canada has not done its duty, and demand- 
ed—if nothing sbortof a demand would 
avail--the protection to which Canadian 
enterprise is entitled, and which it must 
receive either under a dependent or an inde- 
peudent power, 
AFTER all the high expectations that were 
raised this season regarding railway exten. 
sion inthe Territories the summer is likely 
to close with nothing having been done and 
with the prospects for next season no better 
than those for last, Something may be 
done onthe Regina& Long lake but the 
season is now so far udvanced that at best it 
cannot be wuch and the chances are that in 
the end it will be nothing atall, The chief 
cause for the construction of that line was 
the probable competition of the Northern 
Pacific & Manitoba through the acquirement 
of the Great Northwest Central or Manitoba 
& Northwestern charters. Now that the 
roposals of the N.P. & M. in this matter 
ave fallen through—if they have actually 
fallen through—the prospects for the imme- 
diate construction of the Rezina & Lory lake 
road are anything but bright. The constant 
juggling with Northwest railway charters 
which has been going on for the past six 
years has been most damaging to the inter 
ests of the country. The hopes raised in the 
minds of settlers to-day by great promises 
are dashed to-morrow by the lack of results 
and give place to feelings of undue despond- 
ency and discouragement, and by so much 
damage the material well being of the coun- 
try, If iwcould be suid that these things 
were done without the knowledge of the 
government, or ifthe government could not 
revent their being done, the blame Might 
laid on mere circumstances, but when the 
wovernment itself and its supporters in 
parliament are the ones who most actively 
engaye in this railway juggling—without 
whose active uid indeed it coud vot be done 
~-it is not hard ty place the blaune. But in 
the case of the proposed Northwest Central 
deal there has been more than juggling. The 
Canadian government hag deliberately pre- 
vented forthe time being further railway 
Govslapmenh in the Northwest, by failing to 
compel the C. P. KR. company to select tueir 
land grant, The case is thie: The C. P. R.

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THE FAR NORTH. 


The following is a continuation of last 
week's account of Mr. Ibbotson’s experiences 
in the north ; 

Left Resolution on July 19th by boat and 
reached Fort Rae on August 3rd, having been 
delayed by head winds, Fort Rae is situated 
on an island near the extremity of the 
northern arm of Great Slave lake and about 
120 miles nearly due north of Fort Resolu- 
tion, which is on the south shore of the lake 
and about midway of its length. The outlet 
of the lake is at its northwestern extremity 
inco the Mackenzie. As the wooded country 
follows the Mackenzie in its northwestward 
course, Fort Rae being north from Resolu- 
tion is near the edge of the woods which 
skirt the Barren Grounds. The island upon 
which Fort Rae is situated has no wood and 
what isused hasto be brought from the 
scrubby growth ontoe mainland ten miles 
distant, by rafts insummer and by dog 
sleighs in winter. The formation of the 
country is rocky and the vegetation oi any 
kind is scanty. There is a Protestant and a 
Catholic mission on the island. The latter 
has a garden in which potatoes are raised on 
soil brourht by boat from the main land and 
kept fertile by fish used as manure. There 
are also several families of half breeds who 
live chiefly on fish aud work at times for the 
H. B. C. The latitude is about 62}. The 
Indians of the vicinity are the Dog ribs, a 
branch of the Chipewyans, They are small, 
lazy and unintelligent. They range north 
until the country of the Esqumuaux, which 
extends inland from the Arctic coast, is 
reached. The Indians hunt from the edye 
of the woods into the Barren Grounds and 
the Esguimaux south from the Arctic coast. 
The Indians are very much afraid of them 
and willrun if they see the smoke of an 
Eequimaux camp. The trade is principally 
deer meat and skins, some musk ox skins, 
white wolves, red, crossand silver foxes, 
martin, mink, wolverine and rats. There is 
Very little beaver, fisher or otter. The 
Indians do not like to clean a wolverine or 
bear skin near their houses and do not like 
to killan otter. Rabbits have been scarce 
for several yevrs but are beginning to in- 
Crease. The principal bird is the ptarmigan 
or white parteidge, which is found both in 
winter and summer, Geese are not numer- 
ous, but of course ducks are found all sum- 
mer wherever there in water. The ice in the 
lake did not take in the fall of 1888 until 
about the end of November and the lake was 
nos safe to cross until Jannary. There is an 
excellent fall fishery near the fort and a 
large catch was made in the fall, but most of 
them spoiled owing to the long continued 
mild weather. The Indiaus fished through 
the ice all winter, which was not stormy, and 
were very successful. The ive was only a 
foot and half to two feet thick. 

Left Rae on Mareh 8th on a trading trip to 
the Barren Grounds, with four doy sleighs 
loaded with goods, Miller of the H. B. Co., 
also going with six sleighs. The course lay 
due north from Rae between the Copper- 
mine river and Great Bear lake. In five 
days travel the edge ot the woods was 
reached. The wood is scrubby willow and 
spruce and sufficient in quanticy topermit of 
camping anywhere, Bevond the woods 
cainp can only be made in certain places. In 
summer all the traveiling is done by canoes. 
It then takes the Indians fifteen days to 
reach the edge of the Barren Grounds after 
making from 80 to 150 portages, The 
ground is perpetually frozen, only thawing 


can be kept fresh in the summer by merely 
scraping away the moss, laying the meat on 
the ive and covering it again. The country 
appears to be chiefly rock, muskeg and lake, 
and the Principal vegetable growth, moss. 
The snow was about two feet deep on the 
level. The principal animals of the Barren 
Grounds are the deer, sometimes called the 
caribou and sometimes reindeer but which is 
neither, the musk ox, and wolves, wolver- 
ines and foxes which live chiefly on the deer, 
aere are many lakes on the Barren Grounds 
it Which fish are found and wild fowl breed 
in the summertime. The ox and deer live on 


resciubles the moss found in swamps here. 
The musk ox comes to the edge of the woods 
in severe winters and the deer comes into 


Barren Grounds, 
both kept far out. This mild winter enabled 
the Indians living near the edge of the woods 
tofollow theirgame out and make a good 
hunt, while the Indians further in the soods 


and lacked the means to reach the Barren 
Grounds, starved, Nine died at Fort Wrigley 
and eleven at Fort Good Hope. Tne body of 
tie musk ox is about as large as that of the 
buffalo but the legs are not so long and con 
sequently the animal does not stand so high 
The hair is about eighteen inches long, 
aliuost sweeping the ground Besides the 
ong hair, which is of asilky texture, is « 
thick coat of fine fur.

appearance the musk ox very much resem- 
bles the yak of Thibet. The deer, which are 
the most important source of food supply, 
are small, weighing about 150 pounds, of a 
dun colorin summer and almost white in 
winter. In shape the horns are between 
those of the elk and moose, and are not 
carried in winter. They travel in both large 
and smail bands, and the Indians’ favorite 
way of killing them is to watch until the 
band takes to water to cross a lake or river, 
then follow them in a canoe and spear them 
asthey swim, The meat not required for 
present use is cut into thin steaks and dried 
as buffalo meat used to be, In summer the 
heat of the sun is sufficient for this purpose, 
but in winter it is generally only half dried 
in the tent so as to make it lighter to pack, 
the remainder of the drying procees being 
completed in the spring. The flesh of the 
deer isexcellent food at ali seasons of the 
year but especially in the fall. The camp of 
Indians numbering about fifty families was 
reached in nine days travel, or about 270 
miles, north of Rae. A good trade was 
made with them, they having killed a large 
number of musk ox along the Coppermine 
river. 

The location of this camp was within the 
Arctic circle and in country which lay within 
the southern range of the Esquimaux who 
live aiong the Arctic coast. Some of the 
Indian hunters had seen hunting camps of 
Esquimaux, and by making more than their 
usual walking time had avoided excianginy 
civilities with the hunters themselves. The 
Esquimaux of these regions are represented 
to be large, strong men, energetic, treacher- 
ous, and thoronghiy uncivilized, Their 
color is white. A very tew of the bands 
trade atthe H. B. posts, but the large 
majority hold no communication with either 
the Indians or whites, trading for what 
they wish of the white men’s goods with 
those bands who do trade directiy, the 
women doing the trading. They are very 
ingenious, manufacturing their own knives, 
and other weapons and ornaments. If they 
can get the iron they can manufacture it to 
suit themselves. They have no guns, and 
use the bow, spear and knife. Their home is 
on the coust but they hunt deer, musk ox 
and wild fowl] far iuland. Their numbers 
are unknown. They are intelligent, vigor- 
ous and agressive, much superior to the 
Indians whoinhabit the country on their 
southern border. No missions have been 
successfully established amongst them as 
yet, although numerous attempts have been 
made. Bishop Bompas of the Chureh of 
England nearly lost his life at their hanus 
during a missionary visit which he made to 
one of their villages, and was glad to escape. 

After two days spentin trading at the 
Indian campon the Barren Grounds the 
return journey was commenced. As the 
sleighs were more heavily laden from the 
results of the trade than when goig out 
progress was slower. On the out journey 
caches of provisions had been made at vari- 
ous places for use on the return. Some of 
these had been brokeu into by the wolverines 
and the provisions destroyed so that for four 
days the party were without anything to eat, 
Several of the dogs died and on the after- 
noon of the fourth day of hunger the party 
made up their minds to kill one of the dogs 
for food when they reached camp. Before 
camping, however, they fell in with some 
Indians who had killed several deer. They 
camped at this point for two days to gain 
strength. During that time one of the 
Indians brought in a fine trout which he had 
caught in the lake close to their camp, show- 
ing thatthe fish are not confined te the 
large lakes. The remainder of the journey 
to Fort Rae was without event, the return 
trip occupying fifteen days travelling, 
ayainst nine going out. 

Left Fort Rae on April 17th with dogs for 
Fort Resolution on the last of the safe ice, 
/arriving on April 18rd, The ice left Great 
Slave lake this last spring about the 20th of 
June. Potatoes were planted about the Ist | 
of June.

A heavy rain and tiunder stom occurred 
in Ontario and Quebec on August 3rd, 
destroying many tields of grain and farm 
buildings. 

Hon. C. E. B. Davie, premier of British 
Columbia died on July 8lst. Hon. John 
Robson, provincial secretary, has been sworn 
in as premier. 

The special correspondent of the Ontario 
Farmers Advucate writes that crops on sum- 
mer fallow around Regina are excellent, 
while crops poorly put in are very poor, 

Iu the Lake Minnetonka regatta the Win- 
nipeg four oar crew won over the Minneapolis 
Lurlines and the St. Paul Minnesotas; the 
Lurlines struck a snag and did not row 
through. In the senior singles Fox of ‘Win- 
nipeg won Over Muchwmore of the Lurlines. 

The Regina Leader says that it is the in- 
tention of Lieutenant-governor Royal to 
call the Northwest assembly together early 
in October, so that the northern members 
will be able to get away before the rigors of 
winter shall have setin. He is now prepar- 
ing legislation. 

THe Wimbledon team and views of St. 
John’s New Brunswick are leading features 
of the Dominion Hlustrated of August 3rd. 
There are also views of Mount Aitken in the 
Selkirks, B. C., of Spence’s Bridge, Kamw- 
loops, B. C., looking up the north Thompson 
river and at Cranbrook in the West Kootenay 
region, B. C, 

The proposed direct Canadian cable from 
the Straits cf Belle Isle to the Irish coast 
will be 1,900 miles in length, the shortest of 
all the Atlantic cables. It will be 150 miles 
north of present lines and inshallower water. 
It will cost a million and a haif, being only 
from a fifth to a half as much as the present 
cables. The bulk of the capital has been 
raised in Canada and the cable will be con- 
troiled by the Canadian government. The 
name ot the company is the Canada Atlantic 
Cable Co, 

The Winnipeg Sun announces that the 
policy of the Manitoba government is to 
discontinue the use of French in official 
business in that province at the next session 
of the legislature. Also that it will revolu- 
ticnize the school system of the province, 
dispensing with the present board of cduca- 
tion and placing the schools under the cun- 
trol of a minister of education as in Ontario, 
also doing away with the separate school 
system, making all schools receiving govern- 
ment aid strictly non-sectarian, It also 
proposes to legislate juries in civil cases out 
of existence in that province, 

A decisive battle oceurred on August 8rd 
between the Arab army invading Egypt and 
the British-Esyptian army of defence, near 
Taski on the banks of the Nile. Tbe British 
general Grenfell by making a show of re- 
treating drew an attack in force from the 
Arabs, who lost 1,500 men in the resultant 
battle, including their general, Wad-el Juimi, 
and many of his principal officers. A 
thousand prisoners were taken, aud gun 
boats followed the fugitives in their retreat 
up the Nile. The Arab force was formerly 
estimated at 6,000 but was probably nearer 
3,000, Their great losses were due to their 
persistent bravery in repeatedly charging the 
British after victory for them had become 
topossible, The British Eyyptian loss was 
17 killea and 181 wounded,
